DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,2,5, 6, 8-1 2, 1 5, 1 6 and 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 1 and 1 1 , the instant invention is directed to a method 
and/or system for providing multimedia presentations on demand in a near on demand 
environment. The relevant prior art of record, such as Arsenault et al (6,701,528) 
discloses virtual video on demand using multiple encrypted video segments. 
Yoshizawa et al (6,002,694) disclose interactive chargeable communication system 
with billing system. Sie et al (7,809,849) disclose pre-storing multiple programs with 
user control of playback. Ellis et al (7,761,892) disclose client/server interactive TV 
program system with remote server recording. Navar (7,080,400) disclose system and 
method for distributed storage and presentation of multimedia In cable network. 
However, neither Arsenault, Yoshizawa, Sie, Ellis nor Navar and any of the cited 
references teach or suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...preventing 
playback of said recording of said selected one of said plurality of multimedia 
presentations upon completion of the presentation..." as recited in combination with 
other features of Independent claims 1 and 1 1 .
